NOW  I’M  CONFUSED  l 

According  to  Rev.  W.C.Zimmann 
the  letters  I.  H.  S.  which  are 
on  many  Lutheran  pulpits,  do 
not  stand  for  "In  His  Steps"  as 
believed  by  many.  Instead  they 
are  the  first  three  letters  of 
"Jesus"  in  Greek. 


An  oddity  among  Indian  coins  which 
excited  a great  deal  of  curiosity 
at  the  time  it  was  issued,  was  the 
Kashmir  Rupee  issued  in  I846  by  the 
Moslem  Ruler  Gulab  Singh. 

This  coin  bore  the  Christian  sym- 
bol "I.  H.  S."  meaning  "Jesus,  the 
Saviour  of  Men." 

How  a Mohammedan  coin  came  to  bear 
this  symbol  is  an  interesting  story. 
Gulab  Singh  was  sitting  one  day 
talking  with  the  British  Resident, 
Sir  Henry  Lawrence.  The  latter,  as 
usual,  was  busy  with  numerous  papers 
and  was  not  giving  his  friend  his 
individual  attention.  Presently 
Gulab  Singh  asked  Lawrence: "Why  is 
it  that  in  the  end  the  English  al- 
ways conquer,  even  though  at  first 
all  goes  against  them?"  Lawrence, 
busy  and  pre-occupied,  reached  over 
to  a piece  of  paper  and  wrote  the 
letters  I.  H.  S.  Gulab  Singh  pon- 
dered deeply  over  this  and  ultimate- 
ly decided  that  the  letters  were 
some  form  of  magic  that  brought 
victory  and  power  to  those  who  used 
them. 

When  his  next  coins  were  issued, 
he  had  the  magic  letters  stamped  on 
them  in  the  hope  that  they  would 
ensure  lasting  success  in  all  his 
undertakings.

A FALSE  KING  AMD  COUNTERFEITING 

The  year  1815,  which  saw  the  fin- 
ish of  Napoleon,  also  ushered  out 
Sir  Isaac  Coffin,  self-styled  "King 
of  the  Magdalen  Islands'1  in  the 
Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence.  Coffin  pos- 
sessed a coining  press  and  struck 
some  very  beautiful  coins  from  soft 
copper.  These  he  distributed  among 
fishermen  as  loans.  Discovered  by 
a visiting  British  frigate,  he 
hastily  departed. 

Coffin's  coins  or  tokens  were  of 
the  denomination  of  One  Penny,  simi- 
lar to  the  English  penny  trade  to- 
kens of  that  era,  in  size  and  weight 
On  the  obverse  a seal,  and  around 
the  inner  edge  the  inscription  - 
"Magdalen  Island  Token"  and  date 
"1815."  On  the  reverse  five  dressed 
codfish  encircled  by  the  inscription 
"Success  to  the  Fishery.  One  Penny." 
Today  Coffin' s tokens  are  scarce  in 
fine  condition. 

There  were  many  different  copper 
and  silver  coins  in  circulation  in 
early  Canada  that  no  one  knew  them 
all.  Until  1859  the  country  had  no 
official  currency  of  its  own  and 
the  banking  business  must  have  been 
a very  confusing  one  in  those  early 
days  of  Canada’s  history  for,  in 
addition  to  the  Spanish  dollars, 
which  by  an  act  of  Parliament, passed 
shortly  after  the  province  of  Upper 
Canada  was  separated  from  Quebec, 
in  1792,  these  silver  coins  were 
made  legal  tender  at  the  rate  of 
five  to  the  pound  sterling.  These 
beautifully  made  coins  minted  in 
the  South  American  dependencies  of 
Spain,  had  a wide  circulation 
throughout  the  continent.  Their 
value  was  eight  reales  and  they  are 
the  coins  romantically  known  as 
"Pieces  of  Eight." 

In  addition  to  these,  English, 
American  and  French  Gold,  silver 
and  copper  coins,  as  well  as  Cana- 
dian, American  and  English  bank 
notes,  were  all  accepted  at  rates 
of  exchange  constantly  varying. There 
seemed  to  be  no  limit  on  the  age  of 
the  coins  in  common  use  either.  A 
French  gold  coin,  issued  under  the 
"Roi  Soleil"  - Louis  XIV  - was  just 
as  acceptable  at  your  general  mer- 
chant's as  the  newest  American 
fifty  cent  piece. 

This  confusion  in  Canada's  cur- 
rency naturally  led  to  counterfeit- 
ing and  there  were  periods  when  vary 
large  amounts  of  spurious  currency 
were  in  circulation.  Copper  half- 
pennies as  well  as  silver  coins 
and  bills,  were  forged.  It  would 
be  thought  that  a copper  half-pence 
would  be  too  small  in  value  to  have 
the  attention  of  the  counterfeiters, 
but  not  so;  the  profit  on  these 
must  have  been  very,  very  small. 

Many  counterfeiters  were  caught 
in  their  illicit  trade  and  at  near-

ly  every  azzizes  held  in  the  dis- 
tricts, at  least  one  case  of  forgerj 
or  counterfeiting  could  be  found  on 
the  docket.  And  this  in  spite  of 
the  old  British  criminal  code  which 
made  the  crime  a felony,  punishable 
by  death  which,  however,  was  seldom 
carried  out  in  Canada,  the  feeling 
being  very  much  against  the  harsh- 
ness of  the  law.

750,000  shiny  new  pennies  each 
eight  hour  day  and  slightly  less 
than  that  number  of  halves, quarters, 
dimes  and  nickels  in  the  same 
period. 

$250,000.00  in  pennies  would  make 
a pile  twelve  feet  sqm  re  and  six 
feet  high. 

Coinage  is  weighed,  not  counted, 
at  the  end  of  each  run  and  little 
discrepancies  are  immediately  ap- 
parent. 

Mint  scales  often  described  as 
the  "finest  in  the  world"  will  re- 
gister a tiny  pencil  dot  on  an  or- 
dinary sheet  of  paper. 

Coins  are  first  blanked  out  in 
their  respective  shapes  from  shining 
strips  of  metal,  then  stamped  with 
inscriptions. 

Protective  alarms  installed  in 
the  Mint  will  sound  off  at  the 
slightest  provocation,  including  a 
slight  belch. 

$158,000,000.00  worth  of  gold 
ingots  can  be  stacked  in  an  area 
five  feet  square  and  ten  feet  high. 

In  one  year,  work  clothing, 
sweepings  and  bath  water  from  the 
Denver  Mint  were  processed  and  re- 
turned $80,000.00  in  recoverable 
gold.

THE  "PIG  RUPEE" 

In  the  year  19U  during  the  reign 
of  George  V,  a rupee  of  India  was 
issued  known  as  the  "Pig  Rupee." 

It  bears  an  elephant  on  the  breast 
of  the  bust  of  the  King  which  the 
people  of  India  said  was  a pig  and 
therefore  refused  to  have  anything 
to  do  with  the  coin,  thereby  com- 
pelling the  authorities  to  withdraw 
it  and  issue  another.  Unfortunately 
there  is  very  little  difference  be- 
tween these  two  coins,  so  little, 
in  fact,  that  expert  coin  dealers 
are  not  over  sure  which  is  which. 

Another  coin  of  the  same  type  is 
the  Chinese  Dollar  of  1933  bearing 
the  bust  of  Sun  Yat  Sen  I.  This 
coin  was  the  cause  of  much  indigna- 
tion in  China.  The  people  said 
that  the  rising  sun  was  symbolic  of 
Japan  and  the  three  birds  flying 
over  the  junk  were  suggestive  of 
three  Japanese  bombing  planes. 

The  Government  was  forced  to  with 
draw  the  offending  coins  from  cir- 
culation and  issue  new  ones,  minus 
the  sun  and  the  birds.

Probably  the  only  incident  on 
record  where  fakers  of  general  coin 
Issues  gave  their  unsuspecting  vic- 
tims much  more  value  per  imitation 
than  the  original  money  was  in  1866 
in  South  America. 

Silver  mine  operators  at  that  time 
were  ignorant  of  the  real  value  of 
platinum  and  It  was  thrown  away, 
but  soon  counterfeiters  found  it  an 
excellent  medium  for  creating  good, 
passable  coins.  Real  smart  counter* 
feits  of  the  20-reale  Queen 
Isabella  II  of  Spain,  then  current 
in  South  America,  were  platinum 
coins  thinly  washed  with  gold,  and 
these  became  very  popular  to  say 
the  least.
